O important is the home front 
of the enpmy in it* bearing on 
our military strategy that by its

correct or incorrect appraisal the 
lire* of hundreds of thousands of 
American boys might be saved or 
lost. And healthy home fronts in

the United Nations are essential 
to win the war. 
The strategy in global war is 
not 
solely a military question. In 
total war between great nations, 
the home front is, in many ways, 
as important as the military front 
Wars can be lost or won on the 
hoop* front. Germany lost the last 
war by exhaustion and collapse 
of the home front which weakened 
her army. France would have col 
lapsed on the home front in the 
'•> third year of that war had it not 
been for American support to the 
civilian population. 
There have been explosions of 
western 
civilization 
into 
world 
wars before but total war was new 
in 1914. Great nations in total 
war, in addition to military forces, 
now pit against each other their 
total resources, the total emotions, 
the skill, the sacrifice, the work of 
every adult civilian. It becomes a 
contest of strength, spirit and en- 
V durance of Chilians against civil­ 
ians, as well as between armies 
and navies. 
Today the only limitation on the 
size of the military forces is the 
number of men who can be spared 
from the two Jobs of producing 
arms and supplies for the military 
front and keeping the civilian pop­ 
ulation alive. 
Civilians Fight, Tee 
And total war is not alone com­ 
bat between armed men. It is also 
war between armed men and civil­ 
ians. Since the last total war the

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA. Jan. l l —Allied air­ 
men boosted to 138 the Japanese planes shot down or crippled in four 
days of blazing action as they pursued the remnants of a battered 
Japanese convoy fleeing from New Guinea Sunday and scored bomb 
hits on two more ships, Gen. Douglar MacArthur’* headquarters an­ 
nounced today.

The announcement put an em­ 
phatic period to previous reports 
which described the losses inflict­ 
ed on the Japanese in their efforts 
to land reinforcements in north­ 
eastern New Guinea as one of the 
most remarkable Allied aerial ex­ 
ploits of the war in the southwest 
Pacific. 
The only discordant note in the 
sweeping Allied successes was the 
disclosure that Brig. Gen. Kenneth 
N. Walker of Glendale, Calif., has 
failed to return from an aerial at­ 
tack on Rabaul, New Britain, last 
Tuesday, when he led a forma­ 
tion of Flying Fortresses and Liber­ 
ators which damaged 50.000 tons 
of enemy shipping and shot down 
nine Japanese fighters. 
How many men the Japanese ac­ 
tually succeeded in landing in their 
efforts to reinforce their garrison 
at Las before their convoy turned 
tail and steamed away from New 
Guinea Saturday night was not 
disclosed. 
Indicating how hard the Japanese 
had been hit, Allied headquarters 
reported American and Australian 
airmen met only weak opposition 
ss they pursued what was left of 


the enemy convoy across the Solo­ 
mon sea to New Britain yesterday. 
Of the 10-ship convoy, which left 
New Britain for Lae last Wednes­ 
day and later was reinforced by 
two more vessels, few apparently 
escaped 
the 
devastating 
Allied 
aerial assaults. 
At least three transports—includ­ 
ing 
a 
heavily-loaded 
14.000-ton 
troopship which went down with 
all hands—definitely were reported 
sunk while other vessels were dam­ 
aged by bomb hits. 
Tbs enemy troops which suc­ 
ceeded in landing at Las were 
bombed and strafed yesterday. 
Allied ground forces, meanwhile, 
continued to maintain steady pres­ 
sure on the Japanese at Sanananda 
Point—the last center of anemy 
resistance on the Papuan peninsu­ 
la—and increased their gains by 
occupying the village of Tarakena. 
In announcing the loss of Gen. 
Walker, Gen. MacArthur said that 
much of tho efficiency of the bom­ 
bardment command of the Fifth 
American air force was due to his 
“sxceptlonal brilliance and cour 
aga.

The highlight of the day’s air 
activity was a one-man bombing 
attack by MaJ.

Although his plane was shot up, he 
held off the German fighter and re­ 
turned safely to his base. 
Hangars Are Battered 
The Tunisian raids followed the 
first sweep by American bombers 
from the west against the Tripoli 
area in the aerial effort to smash 
Rommel’s retreating troops before 
he can escape the British Eighth 
army and Join hands with German 
and Italian forces in the French 
protectorate on the Mediterranean 
narrows. 
The blow was disclosed in an 
Allied communique yesterday an­ 
nouncing that B-26 (Martin Ma­ 
rauder) medium bombers -blasted 
an Axis airdrome IO miles west 
of Tripoli, scoring direct hits on 
hangars and other military objec­ 
tives. 
The Allied raiders, escorted by 
Lockheed Lightning P-38 fighters, 
all returned safely after severely 
damaging three German fighters 
which 
attempted 
to 
intercept 
them, the communique said. 
The B-26 raid, which was the 
only major activity on the part of 
Allied forces in Tunisia, took on 
special significance in view of re­ 
ports Rommel’s array once more 
is withdrawing westward in the

Coal Shortage Called Most 


Critical In Many Years

ator — while 3.000 took up their 
Jobs again at three collieries of 
the Lehigh Valley Coal Co. 
Decision by the six collieries to 
go back to work was reached at 
week-end meetings — called after 
Ickes denounced the strike as “In­ 
tolerable” and L ieut Col. Charles 
W. Kerwood of the war depart­ 
ment urged the men to return to 
the mines for one week pending 
settlement of their grievances. 
Chief of these I* dues increase 
of 50 cents a month, voted st the 
United Mine Workers convention 
at Cincinnati last October.

16 Billions Desired 
In Additional Taxes, 
Compulsory Saving 


Record Sum Asked To Speed Victory 
Represents More Than Annual 
Cost Of All Belligerents

WASHINGTON, Jan. l l —President Roosevelt laid before 
congress today a $100,000,000,000 war Budget to speed the day 
of victory and to help raise this record sum he asked for $16,* 
000,000,000 in additional taxes or compulsory savings. 
Altogether, Mr. Roosevelt estimated government ^spending 
in the fiscal year beginning July I at $109,000,000,006, and he 
said in a message to the lawmakers, 4 * this budget represent 
the maximum program for waging war." 
Tbs new tax program be suggested includes a $25,000 limit on the 
income of anyone after payment of taxes, regardless of the source ct 
his income. 
The budget, which estimates spending for the 12 months begin­ 
ning July I, not only dwarfs anything ta the history hooka, but it 
represents more than the annual money expenditures of all the other 
belligerent* on both sides of the war, put together. 
It la nearly three times what Germany is spending, four time* Stag* 
land and 14 times Japan. 
■Ill Will Ba $198,OOO,000,000 
In the current fiscal year, America’s war coat was estimated by 
Mr. Roosevelt at about $77,000,000,000. Add to that another $19,000,« 
000,000 spent between Pearl Harbor and the beginning of the cur* 
rent year and the American war bill between Dec. 7, 1941, and June 
SO. 1944. will be $196,000.000,000—Just $1,000,000,000 short of all the 
money spent by the treasury from the day George Washington was 
inaugurated in 1789 until the Japs* attacked about a year ago. 
“Some persona may believe that such a program is fantastic,** 
commented the commander-in-chief. "If the nation’s manpower and 
resources ar* harnessed rally, I am confident that the objective ct 
this program can be reached, but it requires a complete recognition 
of th# necessities of total war by all—management, labor, fanner*, con­ 
sumers and public servant*—regardless of party.”

to reconstruct his dwelling or other 
farm building destroyed by fire.

county; lf a real emergency exists, 
his application can be expedited 
specially. 
<J.—Can a person put a new roof 
and new siding on his dwelling f 
A.—Under the maintenance and 
repair provisions of L-41, a com 
pletfl new roof or aiding job may 
be applied lf the old roof or ald 
lug is in such a state of deteriora­ 


tion that patching is impossible. 
In most instances, patching is 
sufficient and hence only patch­ 
ing is permissible. W here this is 
the case, complete new roofing or 
siding jobs would be regarded as 
new construction and would be 
subject 
to the price limitations 
(less than $2001, 
Q.—Suppose a home oicner has 
most of the materials necessary 
to make alterations on a dwelling, 
but needs a very minimum amount 
of critical materials.

Unless the alteration is for the 
purpose of housing an additional 
defense worker in a defense area 
where housing facilities are scarce, 
the application in all probability 
will be denied.

Q.—Is digging a well included 
under construction? 
A.—Yes, if m aterials must be 
incorporated to complete it. 
Q.—Is digging a drainage ditch 
included under construction? 
A.—No, lf no m aterial other than 
earth is incorporated therein. 
Q.—lf a fanner wishes to con• 
struct anything costing less than 
the exemptions under the order 
but requiring priorities assistance 
for completion, should he make 
application on form PD-200? 
A.—Yes. so that the complete 
project can be considered in view 
of the need for priorities assist­ 
ance.

But Way In Which He Said It Was The Real News

T here has been a g reat deal of speculation about

; Mr. Roosevelt, is no political am ateu r m aking mis 
'I takes for want of knowledge, and he knows all about 
• the danger of being at odds w ith legislators.

But the beat reason for scouting rum ors of forth 
I;com ing firew orks is congress, Itself, and the work 
lie u t out for it. T he hardest problem coming before 
^■congress for solution In finance; It Is the hardest 
' problem before every congress. T axation to the lim it 
j 'to support spending a t an unprecedented ra te is 
, pre-determ ined by th e war, even though certain 
s econom ies are possible. T here is scan t room for 
disagreem ent on revenue. Even th e sales tax prob­ 
ably would be acceptable to Mr. Roosevelt, lf con­ 
g ress would take responsibility for it. 


M ost o th er questions, such as revision of the 40-hour 
, w eek restriction, farm benefit paym ents, drafting 
of m anpow er and social security extensions, are sub­ 
je c t indirectly to w artim e necessities. W hile con­ 
g re ss m ay choose to exercise m ore Influence over 
th e w ar effort by m eans of Investigating com m ittees 
t — and th ere is m uch valuabfo w ork to be done in 
th is field— it is easy to im agine th a t Mr. Roosevelt 
m ight welcom e som e assistance in keeping track of 
th e nincom poops and crooks w ho have entered his 
a d m in istrativ e family. 
The m aterial for a standoff betw een th e executive 
. and the leg islatu re sim ply is n o t in sight. As fur­ 
th e r evidence th a t those who have been expecting 
. trouble m ay be wrong th ere is tile conciliatory tone 
of Mr. R oosevelt’s annual m essage. It Is noted th a t 
t h e did n o t specify w hat ha w anted, nos did he stir 
•' up controversy, as has been bls practice. H e chose, 
- ra th e r, to Indicate general purposes on w hich there 
c an be no d isse n t 
T he P resid en t knows h is history. H e know s w hat 
happened to the first ch ief executive nam ed R oose­ 
v elt w hen he tried to force congress a g ain st its will. 
lie knows w hat happened to his D em ocratic prede­ 
cessor, W oodrow W ilson, whose arro g an t handling of 
congress led to his own downfall. H e still m ay 
m ake the m istake of creating needless friction be­ 
tw een him self and the legislature, but don’t m ake 
an y bets on it. It has not proved profitable to bet 
a g ain st F ranklin D. R oosevelt In a m atter of political 
sagacity, and the odds a re heavily against a m is­ 
tak e at th is late date.

HOENIX has m uch of Miami In if, though I sup­ 
pose th a t idea comes of the local sunshine and 
the palm trees and perhaps the stucco houses. 
In my old home town of Pueblo, Colo., w hich 
lies north of here, we used to think of all A rizona 
as the wild and wooly w est with cowboys and In ­ 
juns and longhorned steers running around all over 
the layout. W e thought everybody down here picked 
their teeth w ith bowie knives and believed that th e 
bark of six-guns w as m usic to their ears. 
I was p retty m uch disillusioned on my first visit 
to Phoenix some years ago. because I caught none 
of the atm osphere of my Deadeye Dick dim e novels, 
but I am happy to say th at this tim e my confidence 
in the city as being out w here

The gentlem an woo drove m e to one 
of the airfields said th at upward of 125,000 persons 
now live in Phoenix and he has no doubt th a t th ere 
would be m ore if the housing facilities w ere avail­ 
able. It has departm ent stores th at would be a credit 
to a city of several tim es the population, splendid 
hotels, churches, new spapers and public buildings 
and all the o th er in stitutions of a fas-t-growing, fast- 
m oving Am erican m unicipality. 
You can get into and out of Phoenix by air w ith 
(he g reatest facility, if you can get reservations, 
but of course, th at is som ething of a trick now adays.

For Doctorlesg Days 
Danger 
Signals

“rjU T I can’t believe it—only 
D yesterday he seemed perfect­ 
ly well,” is a comment heard only 
too often by doctors and nurses. 
They know that later questioning 
may reveal that the patient looked 
tired, had lost his appetite, had 
seemed 
flushed, 
had 
mentioned 
pain a time or two. The body does 
raise certain red flags to warn us 
off illness. 
We devolop the skill to detect 
such warnings by making a con­ 
scious effort 'to observe them in 
persons for whose physical well­ 
being we are responsible. Two of 
the most significant signals are 
fever and pain. 
Fever is any elevation of tem 
perature above the normal tem 
perature which varies with indi 
viduals from 97*-99*F. (and in most 
persons is 98 *F.). Fever is the 
body’s response to infection;

of the heat regulating system of 
the body. 
Fever always should 
mean bed rest and if it persists 
or rises above 101#F, the doctor 
MUST becalled if he has not al­ 
ready been consulted. 
Pain, too, is a dependable sig­ 
nal that the body is not well. It 
should, not be ignored. If the pain 
persists or returns, note its loca­ 
tion, duration, frequency, apparent 
cause, and report to your doctor. 
Be alert also recognize such 
details as unusual lassitude, un­ 
due irritability, tiring too easily, 
inability to sleep, breathlessness, 
skin eruptions, breath ordor, ma­ 
laise, nausea, persistent cough. 
Experience teaches us to ob­ 
serve these evidences of disturb­ 
ance within the body, and also 
teaches that a first step in avert­ 
ing serious illness is often simply 
to go to bed and avoid self medi­ 
cation. 
It’s scarcely fair to offer this 


advice 
without 
adding, 
“Don’t 
work at this task of amateur ill­ 
ness detection too hard." You may 
become one of those over solici­ 
tous persons who goes about in­ 
quiring anxiously concerning the 
health of all whom he meets.

The war’s newest parlor game,v 
discussion 
of “What Time for 
Ohio's clocks?”, has caused many 
bitter arguments to arrow out of 
polite conversation — largely be 
cause, next to money, time is one 
of the least understood modern 
problems. 
Following are a few facts on 
Ohio’s time situation which may 
h9lp to prevent domestic strife or 
neighborhood feuds: 
The simple face of geography 
lies behind the controversy—and 
it is not a new one—which will 
win a place in Gov. Bricker’s ad 
dress to a Joint session of the 
95th Ohio general assembly to 
night. 
The Buckeye state is in an awk 
ward position with respect to time 
zones. 
It lies squarely “in the middle 
equidistant from the points on 
which eastern time and central 
time are based, whether the sys­ 
tem prevailing be called “stand­ 
ard”, “daylight saving” or “war 
time. 
Corresponds With 'Sun’ Time 
Eastern time corresponds with 
“sun” time at the 75th meridian 
close to Philadelphia and central 
time with sun time at the 90th 
meridian, close to S t Louis. 
Since Ohio is on ex tern war 
time, clocks here are running an 
hour and 26 minutes ahead of the 
sun—or, if you prefer, sun time in 
East Liverpool is 26 minutes be­ 
hind the 75th meridian east of 
Philadelphia and 34 minutes ahead 
of the 90th meridian near St 
Louis. 
Standard time for the state first 
was fixed In 1893 and the legisla­ 
ture which passed the act was at­ 
tacked for its action. ‘ 
. 
Farmers said their represents 
tives were ‘‘in cahoots” with the 
railroads whose time belts were 
the only standards generally ob­ 
served in the state until that year. 
Those who set their clocks by 
the sun said the assembly had 
“stolen 28 minutes of God’s time” 
when it made central time the 
measure for Ohio. 
Central Time Until 1927 
The act of March 22, 1893, read 
“the standard of time throughout 
this state shall be that of the 90th 
meridian of longitude 
west of 
Greenwich and shall be known as 
central standard time.’ ” 
Central 
time 
prevailed 
until 
1927. Meanwhile “daylight saving” 
time had become common during 
the summer months in many Ohio 
cities, with the effect that during 
those months the clocks were on 
eastern standard time. 
The legislature In an act effec­ 
tive June 6, 1927, declared that 
“the standard of time throughout 
this state shall be that of the 75th 
meridian of longitude west from 
Greenwich and shall he known as 
‘eastern standard time’.” 
Business groups had asked the 
change to bring uniformity in a 
situation caused by local adoption 
of daylight saving time. 
Changed Last January 
Eastern standard tfhie then was 
observed until congress last Jan. 
20 moved the time ahead one hour 
in all zones of the country. 
In 
Ohio the effect was to put clocks 
on eastern standard daylight sav­ 
ings time, a full two hours ahead 
of what they had been back in 
1893. 
Current proposals which are ex­ 
pected 
to pass 
the 
legislature 
would restore the state to the 
central zone making the official 
time “central war time”—the same 
as eastern standard without day­ 
light savings. 
The issue, seen most clearly in 
the case of a person living m id-1 
way between the east and west 
boundaries of the state is this: 
Does he wish to be ahead of the 
sun half an hour on central war­ 
time or one and a half hours east­ 
ern war lime?

Cultivated relaxation is health 
asset in wartime. 
SUPPOSE there has never been 
time in our history when the 
ll 
gospel of relakation needs to be 
preached to Americans any more 
than it does right now. Far from 
being too complacent about this 
war, as we have so often been ac­ 
cused, it seems to me that the 
American people are taking ft too 
hard. 
Most of us, in addition to our 
regular routine duties, have taken 
on defense work, but it is not nec­ 
essary to brood about it and think 
about the war all the time. “War 
nerves” are becoming a recognized 
condition. 
No method of relaxation com­ 
pares to the use of rest and culti­ 
vated relaxation as recommended 
by Dr. Edmund Jacobson, of Chi­ 
cago. His book is called You Must 
Relax. Medicines that relax you 
are merely temporary expedients 
and 
they 
leave an 
after-effect 
which really is an exaggeration 
of the original nervousness. Mas­ 
sage is more of a stimulant than 
a relaxation and some people find 
it makes them restless and wake­ 
ful. 
Cultivated relaxation consists in 
taking a certain period in the day 
and lying down and deliberately 
relaxing the muscles, one after the 
other. This is not as easy to do as 
it sounds. People may lie down 
and even go to sleep and still be 
tense in a good many of their mus­ 
cles. Progressive relaxation meads 
that you must think about all the 
muscles in the body in succession 
and relax them until the entire 
body is completely limp. 
Begin with the eyes and the 
forehead and let those muscles go. 
There is an entirely different feel­ 
ing in your whole head when this 
has occurred. Then relax the mus­ 
cles of the face and the neck. The 
neck muscles often remain tense 
when the rest of the body is quite 
relaxed. Then the upper arms and 
the lower arms and then the abdo­ 
men, which is another part of the 
body that is seldom completely re­ 
laxed. 
It takes a little practice to at 
lain complete relaxation In this 
way, but within a week or IO days 
anybody should be able to learn to 
do it. After that the relaxation 
period should be made a regular 
part of the dally routine. Some 
people will need two relaxation 
periods; one in the morning and 
one in the afternoon. With the 
majority of people a relaxation 
period in the morning is the best. 
Relaxing While Active 
How to relax while active is 
another lesson that many of us 
need. The amount of waste of 
energy that the average person is 
guilty of while performing very 
simple tasks is astonishing. Dif­ 
ferential relaxation while at work 
means to have a minimum of ten­ 
sions in the muscles requisite for 
an act, along with the relaxation 
of the other muscles of the body. 
While you are sitting down you 
should learn, until it becomes in­ 
stinctive, to review the same pro­ 
cedure as that followed while ly­ 
ing down relaxing different mus­ 
cles of the body. 
The benefit that many people re­ 
ceive from this procedure is out of 
all proportion to its simplicity. Dr. 
Jacobson has testimonials from all 
sorts of people, including physi­ 
cians, expressing their gratitude 
to him for the general benefit to 
their health that came from pro­ 
gressive and deliberate attention 
to this routine of relaxation.

committee, 
headed by Rep. Tolan (D) of Cali­ 
fornia, said our allies have “ suf­ 
fered severely" for non-delivery of 
lease-lend 
supplies 
while 
"the 
equipment of our own forces is 
very uneven." 


It warned: "This Is not a war we 


can win with our surplus energies.” 


“ We cannot afford the luxury 
of self-congratulation on the pro­ 
duction record of 1942. 
“We do not yet have a strong 
ip an power agency.” 


Warns Of Compulsion 


While calling for an office of 
war mobilization to coordinate the 
demands and means of production, 
the committee opposed any move 
to put manpower or production in 
“ straitjacket", asserting: 
“ Compulsion permits the use of 


a big etlck by those incompetent 
to gain voluntary support for a pro­ 
gram which commands respect and 
confidence. 


“The drift In the direction of 


compulsion is an accompaniment of 
the drift in the direction of control 
over our war effort by a limited 
number 
of 
large 
corporations, 


many of which are reluctant to ac­ 
cept the centralised direction with­ 
out which the overall Job cannot 
be done. 
“ They themselves would not ex­ 
pect to nm their own businesses 
without such centralised control, 
but they fall to understand that 
It Is equally Important in a mod­ 
ern war that it be applied to them 
by their government” 
Calling the mobilisation of man­ 
power “ haphatard”, the committee 
said “ elation" which arose when 
Paul V. McNutt received control 
over manpower “has ebbed and 
there is general concern lest this 
opportunity bs allowed to slip.”

Other Actions Recommended

of defense against invasion by sea, 
making it practically impregnable 
if the sea is wide enough or there 
are land-based planes enough. And 
the radio has increased the power 
of propaganda. 
The United Nations now have 
closed iron rings around the Euro­ 
pean and the Asiatic Axis. But 
both of them still. have tremen­ 
dous powers of defense through 
their powerful 
armies 
with 
in­ 
terior lines of communication and 
their air and submarine protection 
from overseas’ invasion. Japan, in 
addition, has great naval strength. 
Our Attrition Powers Rise 
With the occupation by United 
Nations of bases in North Africa 
and the Pacific, with the growth 
of 
our 
naval, 
air 
and 
ground 
strength, the ring around them 
grows closer and closer. 
But for some time to come the 
war is obviously a war of aggres­ 
sive attrition and the creation of 
conditions favorable for major com­ 
bat blows. That attrition is just as 
vital on the home front as on the 
military front. And our powers of 
attrition and combat are increas­ 
ing more rapidly than the Axis. 
This process of wearing down 
the strength of their home fronts 
is not solely a matter of military 
attrition, through blockade, sink­ 
ing of ships, or air attacks or even 
through propaganda. There are im­ 


placable internal forces which con­ 
tribute. 
Experience beth in the last war 
and in this war shows that after 
a certain period steady economic 
degeneration sets in on the home 
fronts of all nations engaged in 
total war.

Liberty requires that an employee be free to 


join, to refuse to join, or to resign from a union without losing his job. Liberty requires that an 


employer be free to employ tho person best suited for tho work.

form of closed shop called "maintenance of membership". Under this form of closed shop, 


employees ara not free to resign from tho union without losing their fobs.

5 —Wards did not voluntarily agree to this requirement. Wards believes it to bo illegal and un-

economic. Wards has accepted it under duress and only because the President of tho United 


States expressly so ordered. 


6 —Wards is the only retailer in the United States upon whom the President has Imposed any 


form of the closed shop. It is unfair to impose burdens upon Wards and not upon those with 


whom it is in competition, if the retail industry is to bo subjected to tho closed shop require­ 


ment, it should be legislated by Congress and applied uniformly against all retail establishments. 


7 —The National W ar Labor Board has now called a hearing to determine whether the em­ 


ployees at Wards’ six large stores in Denver, Detroit and Now York Qty must belong to the 


union in order to hold their jobs. Wards w ill continue to oppose this illegal and uneconomic 


requirement. Wards w ill reject any demand of the Board that employees bo discharged because 


they fail to maintain their union membership.

8 —The President of the United States has no authority to order Wards employees to remain 


union members in order to hold their jobs. Congress is the only law-making authority. Congress 


has passed no law requiring the closed shop.
